Alberta looks at 
turnkey’ online 
gaming website

Critic says addicts not 
being considered

Alberta could soon be rolling 
the dice on a government- 
run gambling website, as the 
Alberta Gaming and Liquor 
Commission (AGLC) is looking 
for “turnkey solutions” to get 
casino games online. 

The AGLC has a tender for 
ready-to-go projects, with a 
deadline of late February for 
companies to submit their bids. 

“We’re going out into the 
marketplace to see what types 
of programs exist and would be 
best for us,” said Bill Robinson, 
the corporation’s CEO. 

He said the final decision 
would ultimately rest with the 
minister of finance, but there’s 
a big source of gaming revenue 
that’s currently being lost. 

“Right now, we estimate 
that there is anywhere be¬ 


tween $120 and $150 million 
being played by Albertans 
on what we call grey market 
sites,” he said. 

He said those grey market 
sites don’t contribute to Al¬ 
berta charities or government 
coffers and an online gaming 
site could put more informa¬ 
tion about addictions in play¬ 
er’s hands. 

“It allows you more oppor¬ 
tunities to push out respon¬ 
sible gaming messaging,” he 
said. 

Gisele Jubinville, an author 
who wrote about her own ad¬ 
diction to VLTs, said the pos¬ 
sibility the province would 
expand into online gaming is 
troubling. 

“Now they’re just going to 
make it more accessible for 
young kids,” she said. 

She said the government 
should be doing more to curb 
addictions, not aiming to profit 
from them. 

“Absolutely anyone can be¬ 
come addicted; it doesn’t mat¬ 
ter if you’re a doctor, a lawyer, 
a mechanic or a housewife. I 
have met them all,” she said.

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Alberta Liberals 


Grits pick Swann 
as interim leader, 
reject mergertalks 

The Alberta Liberals 
selected Calgaiy MLA David 
Swann as their interim 
leader Sunday, rejecting any 
notion of a merger with the 
Alberta Party. 

Edmonton MIA Laurie 
Blakeman put her name 
forward as well but made 
her offer conditional on 
the party allowing her to 
pursue a merger. 

Party president Shelley 
Wark-Martyn said they’re 
simply not prepared to give 
up their identity and would 
gain nothing from a merger 
with a party that has never 
won an election. 

“We’re not prepared to 
give up who we are and our 
values to another political 
party,” she said. 

She said they selected 
Swann because they know 
he’s committed to the party. 

“David Swann is a Lib¬ 
eral through and through,” 
she said. Wark-Martyn said 
the party will meet in May 
to determine details of a 
leadership convention, but 
right now their focus is on 
election readiness. 

Blakeman posted her 
merger proposal online; in 
it she argues it would be the 
best way to grow the party. 

“The intent is to offer a 
progressive alternative that 
speaks to our existing base 
and is capable of attracting 
new progressive voters,” 
she wrote. She said there 
are voters who don’t want 
to vote for the Progressive 
Conservatives but want to 
be shown an option. 

“There are young 
progressive urban Albertans 
who are politically minded 
and would welcome an 
opportunity to become 
engaged in the electoral

Opening up the 
city’s trails online 


Technology. Open 
Edmonton looking 
to map park system, 
Google Street View-style

Trails in the river valley are 
one step closer to becoming a 
digital-video reality, thanks to 
members of Open Edmonton. 

The group — which is 
working on open-data projects 
around the city — is looking to 


fuse smartphone technology 
with Edmonton’s river valley 
users on a map. 

By using video collected 
from volunteers using GoPro 
cameras, along with the smart¬ 
phone app Strava to collect trail 
route information, Open Ed¬ 
monton members want to give 
a digital preview of sorts for 
trails and bike paths in the city. 

With footage of volunteers 
travelling down certain trails or 
bike lanes, a developer would 
take that video and combine it 
with the Strava map of where 
the users actually went in the 
city. 

Several cities have already 


turned to the technology to let 
citizens delve into the places 
that Google Maps cameras can’t 

go- 

“We really want to Google 
Street View our park system,” 
said David Rauch, co-creator of 
Open Edmonton. 

Rauch, a new resident to 
the city, said he thought of pur¬ 
suing the idea of launching a 
video map of Edmonton’s parks 
after struggling to see the best 
spots in town. 

“As a new resident, I just 
can’t go to eveiy single park 
in the city or every single river 
valley trail. Some are good and 
some are less spectacular, so it 


would be really nice to know 
what they’re like,” he said. 

Open Edmonton members 
have decided to test it out with 
cross-country trails this win¬ 
ter, thanks to Edmontonians 
who have stepped up to help 
the group get the footage they 
need. 

From there, the group 
hopes to map out Edmonton’s 
trail system, Google Street 
View-style. 

The group is still looking for 
volunteers to help take on tech¬ 
nology to map out the trails 
as well as developers to help 
launch the site for Edmonton¬ 
ians.

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Air travel. Province looks 
to attract charter bidders 


The Alberta government hopes 
to have commercial charter 
companies ready soon to fill 
the void left after the prov¬ 
ince’s own air fleet was put on 
the auction block. 

Premier Jim Prentice had 
the Alberta fleet put up for sale 
shortly after he took office. 
Prentice has said government 
officials will fly commercial 
as often as possible, with com¬ 
mercial charters filling in only 
when absolutely necessaiy. 

Service Alberta spokesman 
Eoin Kenny said they’ve re¬ 
ceived a lot of interest for the 
government work. 

“There are a number of 
people who have submit¬ 
ted bids and we’re very close 
to signing agreements with 
them,” he said. 

Kenny said the government 
plans to sign up several com¬ 
panies to be on their preferred 
list so they will have choice 



when they need a flight. 

“We’re looking at (the) best 
valuable options for different 
types of flights,” he said. 

The government expects 
charters to be used where com¬ 
mercial flights are unavailable, 
which according to the tender 
documents happens about 400 
times per year. 

Kenny said they’re also con¬ 
fident the government’s fleet 
of planes will attract bidders. 

“We have had at least 50 
people download the pack¬ 
ages.”

Uber offers free 
rides as debate 
with city continues 

Ride-share app Uber has made 
its service free in Edmonton 
as it continues to battle the 
city over new regulations. 

“As we work with council 
to help make that a reality, 
and as a measure of good 
faith in Edmonton, all rides 
on the platform will be free,” 
said Xavier Van Chu, a com¬ 
pany spokesman. He could 
not say for how long the trips 


would be free. 

City councillors passed a 
motion last month calling 
for new regulations to allow 
Uber to operate legally, while 
asking the company to come 
off the road in the short term. 

The company responded 
with a petition calling on the 
city to reverse its decision 
and the free-ride promotion. 

Coun. Michael Oshry said 
it seems like the wrong way 
for the company to go when 
the city is trying to work with 
them. “I was pretty dis¬ 
appointed that was the way 
they decided to proceed,” he

Students apply for 
diploma exemption 


Education Students 
hope to ditch part 
of their mark after 
server crashed during 
provincial exam

Nearly 2,000 Alberta students 
are hoping Alberta Education 
will throw away part of their 
English 30 diploma mark 
after a server crash forced 
students to ditch their com¬ 
puters for pen and paper to 
finish the provincial test. 

Two weeks ago, students 
across the province were 
faced with a technical snafu 
when QuestA+ — the com¬ 
puter program used to write 
English 30-1 and 30-2 diplo¬ 
ma exams — crashed. 

As a result of the glitch, 
Alberta Education offered 
students the option to apply 
for an exemption on Part A 
of their exam so that their 
final mark reflected the read¬ 
ing comprehension exam and 
their school mark. 

So far approximately 
1,800 students from across 
the province have applied for 
the exemption, including 109 
students from Edmonton’s 
Catholic Board, just shy of 
half the 260 students affected

by the crash. 

As for Edmonton’s public 
school, 109 students have also 
applied to opt out of the test, 
even though it’s difficult to 
pinpoint how many were af¬ 
fected, said Alberta Education 
spokesman Rohit Sandhu. 

“Approximately 1,000 
EPSB students wrote the 
English Language Arts dip¬ 
loma exams, but it isn’t pos¬ 
sible to distinguish between 
those who planned to write 


by hand originally, and those 
who did so because of the 
QuestA+ outage,” he said. “Of 
the approximate 1,000 writ¬ 
ers, 109 have to date applied 
for partial exemptions.” 

EPSB spokeswoman 

Raquel Maurier said the dis¬ 
trict has contingency plans in 
place in case there are issues 
with diploma exams. 

“When there were issues, 
schools had their plans in 
place and they used them

and handled things well,” she 
said. 

“In the end, it was only 
an issue at a handful of 
schools.”

While 2015 might be off to 
a rocky start with the drop 
in oil prices, one Edmonton 
realtor is predicting the mar¬ 
ket for luxury homes will be 
just as solid as last year. 

Lynne Gullion helped an 
Edmonton buyer secure the 
most expensive home sold 
in the city last year — a $5.7 
million home in Winder- 
mere — and said the market 
for million-dollar homes is 
steady.

(or) neighbourhood that 
works for them and their 
family,” she said in an email.

Over the past five years, 
Gullion said, buyers now 
have more neighbourhoods 
and homes to chose from, 
with more homebuilders em¬ 
bracing million-dollar home 
construction. 

“Million-dollar home- 
buyers have visualized and 
have a ‘dream home’ in their 
mind that fits their lifestyle 
when they are looking to 
buy,” she said. “A home with 
a specific look and particular 
style, comfort and beauty.” 

Despite the drop in oil 
prices, Gullion said she pre¬ 
dicts 2015 will look a lot like 
2014, with homebuyers con¬ 
tinuing to know what they 
want in their “dream home.”

For Shawnee Atchooay, losing 
her puppy is almost too much 
to bear. 

Named Sage, the Maltese 
puppy was given to the Ed¬ 
monton woman in October, 
just weeks after her three- 
year-old son passed away. Just 
before Christmas, the puppy 
went missing in north Edmon¬ 
ton. 

Atchooay said Sage was 


helping her heal from the loss 
of her only child, Tristen. 

After contracting the flu in 
July, Tristen spent just over two 
months in and out of the hospi¬ 
tal and ICU before succumbing 
to the illness in September. 

“It just happened out of 
nowhere. I wasn’t expecting 
him to leave me; I didn’t ex¬ 
pect him to get sick,” she said 
through tears. 

In the wake of her son’s 
death, a family member gave 
Atchooay the white fluff ball 
to help her grieve. She was ori¬ 
ginally supposed to have Sage’s 
brother Patches as well, but 
her mother took it instead. 

“Both of us are having a 
hard time with my son pass¬ 
ing,” said Atchooay. 

The puppies kept her on 
her toes, said Atchooay, and

keeping the pair out of trouble 
was a welcome distraction. 

Despite putting up posters 
and contacting the Edmonton 
Humane Society, Atchooay 
said she’s had no luck tracking 
down the missing pup.

Atchooay said she hopes 
that if someone has found 
Sage, they will contact the City 
of Edmonton’s Animal Care 
and Control and bring her 
puppy home.

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Middle class 
lacks a ‘clear- 
cut definition’ 


Economy. Federal 
parties push for key 
voting bloc’s support 
in next election despite 
unclear composition 


Canada’s middle class is the 
darling of doting politicians 
everywhere — the focus of a 
growing list of election prom¬ 
ises, the subject of endless 
speeches, the precious vote-rich 
prize whose support can make 
or break a political party in this 
year’s federal election. 

The importance of the mid¬ 
dle class is not in question. But 
its membership certainly is. 

Politicians and economists 
often have different definitions 
of the middle class, a demo¬ 
graphic Canadians will hear 
more and more about as the Oc¬ 
tober election date approaches. 

“One of the troubles with 
the term ‘middle class’ is it’s so 
elastic and there’s not a clear- 
cut definition,” said Charles 
Beach, an economist and 
Queen’s University professor 
emeritus. 

Federal Finance Minister Joe 
Oliver suggested recently that 
families with kids that have 
pre-tax, annual incomes of 
about $120,000 were part of the 
middle class. 

The Opposition New Demo¬ 


crats’ definition focuses on the 
middle 60 per cent of income 
earners, while the Liberals de¬ 
scribe the segment as the lar¬ 
gest group of Canadians whose 
earnings allow for things like 
decent housing, education and 
retirement. 

Economists feel more com¬ 
fortable sticking to statistical 
models, but even those within 
the research community have 
different methods of character¬ 
izing it. 

An internal Finance Depart¬ 
ment document produced for 
Oliver shows that differences 
exist between political and sta¬ 
tistical interpretations of the 
middle class. 

In its example, the depart¬ 
ment described middle class 
as households where members 
16 and older took home an 
average 2010 income between 
$34,400 and $44,900, after add¬ 
ing government transfers and 
deducting taxes. 

The department, which in¬ 
cluded its interpretation in a 
broader document exploring 
the “economic situation of Can¬ 
adians in middle-class families,” 
acknowledged the subjective 
nature of the term. 

“There is no consensus def¬ 
inition of ’middle class,’ nor is 
there an official government 
definition,” said the memo, ob¬ 
tained by The Canadian Press 
under the Access to Informa¬ 
tion Act. THE CANADIAN PRESS

Gruff Canadian 
minister asked to 
help reform WHO 

The head of a new internation¬ 
al commission wants Canada’s 
tough-talking foreign-affairs 
minister to help him reform 
the United Nations World 
Health Organization (WHO) be¬ 
cause it responded too slowly 
to the Ebola crisis. 

Former Australian prime 


minister Kevin Rudd is the 
head of the Independent Com¬ 
mission on Multilateralism. He 
slipped into Ottawa largely un¬ 
noticed this past week to meet 
one of his co-chairs: Foreign 
Affairs Minister John Baird. 

Baird and Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper have criticized 
the UN as being ineffective and 
inward looking. International 
observers have noted with 
alarm that the Harper govern¬ 
ment is pulling away from 
the UN, citing the decision 
to withdraw from the Kyoto 


Protocol and the Convention 
to Combat Desertification and 
the decisions not to join the 
Arms Trade Treaty or ratify 
the Convention on Cluster 
Munitions. 

Rudd has joined critics who 
have blasted the WHO for be¬ 
ing too slow to respond to the 
West Africa Ebola outbreak. 

“In the 21st centuiy, with 
globalization and mass com¬ 
munication, mass movements 
of people, we must have a fully 
competent integrated global 
health system,” Rudd said on 


Friday. The problem, he said, is 
a structure that give regional 
federations within the organ¬ 
ization a veto over its Geneva 
headquarters. 

“That’s wrong; that has to 
change,” said Rudd, adding 
Baird is just the person to help 
him to “alter the rules.” 

“He’s what I would call a 
pragmatic internationalist. 
And it’s practical problem¬ 
solving, rather than having a 
seminar on castles in the air” 
that will lead to change, said 

Rudd. THE CANADIAN PRESS

What do a European Christian 
tradition, a 19th centuiy Amer¬ 
ican immigration pattern, and a 
cinema cult classic have in com¬ 
mon? They’ve all helped turn 
groundhogs into North Amer¬ 
ica’s most popular weather 
prognosticators. 

Each Feb. 2, crowds gather 
to watch Ontario’s Wiarton Wil¬ 
lie, Pennsylvania’s Punxsutaw- 
ney Phil and other furry fore¬ 
casters take a shot at a task that 
baffles many humans. Folklore 
has it that if a groundhog sees 
his shadow he’ll flee back to 
his burrow, heralding six more 
weeks of winter. If he doesn’t, 
legend has it that spring is 
around the comer. 

Chris Scott, chief meteorol¬ 
ogist at the Weather Network, 
said Groundhog Day heark¬ 
ens back to medieval Europe 
and the Christian festival of 


Candlemas. 

Scott said early Europeans 
eventually threw a prognosti¬ 
cating hedgehog into the mix, 
adding the animals had hiber¬ 
nation patterns that natur¬ 
ally brought them out of hiding 
around the time of Candlemas. 

Canada’s marquee Ground¬ 
hog Day event first took place 
in 1956 when Mac McKenzie, a 


resident of the central Ontario 
town of Wiarton, was looking 
for a pretext to throw a party. 

After settling on Groundhog 
Day, he sent out his invitations 
in the form of mock news re 
leases. When one of them fell 
into the hands of a genuine re¬ 
porter, however, McKenzie had 
to get creative. 

“(The reporter) had to have 


Lighting candles 


• Groundhog Day has 
its roots in the medi¬ 
eval European tradition 
of Candlemas.

a stoiy,” McKenzie explained in 
documents provided by festival 
organizers.

Al-Jazeera English reporter 
Peter Greste left Egypt on 
Sunday after the president ap¬ 
proved his deportation, but 
there’s no official word on 
jailed colleagues Egyptian-Can- 
adian Mohamed Fahmy and 
Egyptian Baher Mohamed. 

Greste, an Australian nation¬ 
al, was released after more than 
a year behind bars in a case 
that was widely condemned by 
rights groups. 

An Egyptian prison official 
and the nation’s official news 
agency said Greste was released 
following a presidential “ap¬ 
proval.” 

The official and an Interior 
Ministry statement said his re¬ 
lease was an implementation of 
the new deportation law passed 
last year. The officials spoke 
on condition of anonymity be-

cause they were not authorized 
to speak to the media. 

A lawyer for Fahmy said his 
client welcomed the news. 

“He has instructed me to 
say he is veiy happy that Peter 
has been released and hopes for 
the same outcome for himself 
soon,” Lome Waldman said in 
an email to The Canadian Press. 

Foreign Affairs Minister 
John Baird spoke Sunday with 
his Egyptian counterpart, 
Sameh Shouluy, about Fahmy’s 
case, the ministiy said in a 
statement. Baird said he wel¬ 
comed Greste’s release, and 
noted that he remained hope¬ 
ful that Fahmy’s case will be 
resolved in short order. 

“Canadian officials will 
continue to work closely with 
the Egyptian government to 
provide consular assistance to 
Mr. Fahmy to ensure his well¬ 
being,” the statement said. 

Greste, Fahmy and 
Mohamed were sentenced to 
at least seven years in prison 
on terrorism-related charges 
last year in a trial described as 
a sham by rights groups. 
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Anglican Church faces extinction in Quebec, cleric says 


As Rev. Yves Samson speaks to 
his congregation in the Que¬ 
bec town of Trois-Rivieres, two 
things stand out: the bilingual¬ 
ism of the sermon and the 
dearth of parishioners. 

Samson holds nothing back 
when he says that, without 
radical change, the Anglican 
Diocese of Quebec could soon 
be extinct. The fact Samson, 
49, preaches in both languages 
might not sound radical to 
many Canadians, but to the 
Anglican Church — the Church 
of England — it is. 

Several Protestant churches 


across Quebec have closed rath¬ 
er than turn bilingual. 

Samson’s church is Anglican 
in name only. The 10 people 
who showed up to mass on a re¬ 
cent Sunday included Baptists, 
Presbyterians and Unitarians. 

The reverend said becom¬ 
ing ecumenical and bilingual 
is “the new reality” for former 
anglophone Protestant church¬ 
es outside the Montreal area. 

The new reality reflects the 
fact that in most regions outside 
Montreal, Anglo-Quebecers, 
and much of their culture, are 
on the verge of disappearing. 


The Anglican Diocese of 
Quebec includes three of the 
province’s main cities: Trois- 
Rivieres, Sherbrooke and Que¬ 
bec City. 

People who speak English at 
home in both Trois-Rivieres and 
Quebec City make up about one 
per cent of the population. In 
the 1860s Quebec City used to 
be 40 per cent anglophone. In 
Sherbrooke, fewer than five per 
cent of residents speak English 
at home. In the 1860s that num¬ 
ber was almost 60 per cent. 

In light of this new reality 
the Anglican Church’s task is 


daunting: persuade franco¬ 
phone Quebecers to become 
more religious and then have 
them choose to worship in the 
Church of England. 

Samson says he preaches in 
French and English in his two 
other parishes in Drummond- 
ville and Sorel, but doesn’t 
know if most of the Anglican 
Church’s congregations are 
willing to make the change. 

The exodus of Anglophones 
in Quebec hasn’t hurt just the 
Anglican Church, but also other 
Protestant denominations.

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Horror, fear in Japan after 
ISIL video shows beheading 


Slaying. Journalist Kenji 
Goto’s work focused on 
refugees, children and 
other victims of war 


Appalled and saddened by news 
of journalist Kenji Goto’s pur¬ 
ported beheading by the Islam¬ 
ic State of Iraq and the Levant 
(ISIL), Japan ordered height¬ 
ened security precautions Sun¬ 
day and said it would persist 
with its non-militaiy support 
for fighting terrorism. 

The failure to save Goto 
raised fears for the life of a Jor¬ 
danian fighter pilot also held by 
the militant group that controls 
about a third of Syria and Iraq. 

Unlike some earlier messa¬ 
ges delivered in the crisis, the 
video that circulated online late 
Saturday purporting to show 
a militant beheading Goto did 
not mention the pilot. 

Jordan renewed an offer 


Sunday to swap an al-Qaida 
prisoner for the pilot, Lt. Muath 
al-Kaseasbeh, who was seized 
after his F-16 crashed near ISIL’s 
de facto capital, Raqqa, Syria, in 
December. 

Government spokesman 
Mohammed al-Momani told 
The Associated Press “we are 
still ready to hand over” Sajida 
al-Rishawi, who faces death by 
hanging for her role in triple ho¬ 
tel bombings in Jordan in 2005. 
Al-Momani also said his country 
spared no effort to free Goto. 

The slaying of Goto, a free¬ 
lance reporter whose work fo¬ 
cused on refugees, children and 
other victims of war, shocked 
Japan, which until now had not 
become directly embroiled in 
the fight against the militants. 

“I feel indignation over 
this immoral and heinous act 
of terrorism,” Prime Minister 
Shinzo Abe told reporters after 
convening an emergency Cab¬ 
inet meeting. “When I think of 
the grief of his family, I am left 


speechless,” he said. “We are 
filled with deep regret.” 

Threats from ISIL prompted 
an order for tighter security 
at airports and at Japanese fa¬ 
cilities overseas. Government 
spokesman Yoshihide Suga said 
it would be “inappropriate” to 
comment on the status of the 
Jordanian pilot. 

With no updates for days, 
al-Kaseasbeh’s family appealed 
to the government for informa¬ 
tion. But for Goto’s family and 
friends, the beheading shat¬ 
tered any hopes for his rescue. 

“Kenji has died, and my 
heart is broken. Facing such a 
tragic death, I’m just speech¬ 
less,” Goto’s mother Junko 
Ishido told reporters. 

According to his friends and 
family, Goto travelled to Syria 
in late October to try to save 
Haruna Yukawa, 42, who was 
taken hostage in August and 
who was shown as purportedly 
killed in an earlier video.

Extremists attack Nigerian city from four fronts 



Nigerian troops Sunday re¬ 
pelled Islamic extremists who 
attacked from four fronts on 
Maiduguri, the biggest city in 
northeast Nigeria, with sev¬ 
eral civilians killed by aerial 
bombs and grenades and mor¬ 
tar shells on the ground. 

Soldiers said hundreds of 
insurgents died. 

Terrified residents fled 
homes shaking from five 
hours of heavy artilleiy fire 
and streamed in from the out¬ 
skirts of the besieged city of 


two million, already crowded 
with another 200,000 refu¬ 
gees from the fighting. 

In a separate attack, a 
suspected Boko Haram sui¬ 
cide bomber killed himself 
and eight others Sunday at 
the home of politician Sabo 
Garbu in Potiskum, in neigh¬ 
bouring Yobe state, according 
to witness Abdullahi Moham¬ 
med. 

Garbu is contesting a legis¬ 
lative seat in Feb. 14 balloting 
that includes a presidential 


election too close to call. Boko 
Haram denounces democracy. 

For weeks Boko Haram 
has been closing in on Mai¬ 
duguri, the group’s spiritual 
birthplace, and if it were able 
to plant its Islamic State of 
Iraq and the Levant-style flag 
there, even briefly, it would 
give them a major boost as 
the group loses ground in re¬ 
moter areas, said Jacob Zenn, 
author of a book about the in¬ 
surgents. 

Its third attack in a week 


on Maiduguri came as Chad¬ 
ian forces launched a winning 
offensive, acting on an African 
Union directive for Nigeria’s 
neighbours to help fight the 
spreading Islamic uprising by 
Nigeria’s home-grown Boko 
Haram extremists. 

International outrage has 
grown over attacks across the 
border into Cameroon and in¬ 
creasing ferocity that culmin¬ 
ated in the slaughter of hun¬ 
dreds of civilians in Baga on

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Agriculture. Farmers see 
low fuel costs as good, bad 


Decades of boom-and-bust 
commodity prices, worker 
shortages and being at the 
mercy of the weather has re¬ 
moved the word “optimism” 
from Canadian farmers’ vo¬ 
cabularies. 

“At the moment, things are 
good right now,” said Lynn Ja¬ 
cobson, president of the Alberta 
Federation of Agriculture, who 
also farms 600 hectares near 
Enchant in southern Alberta. 

The recent plunge in fuel 
prices has been a welcome re¬ 
lief across the agricultural sec¬ 
tor, helping ease the pain of 
low grain prices for growers 
and for cattle ranchers’ profits. 

But there is doubt. 
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Transportation costs 


Lethbridge farmer Gary Stan¬ 
ford said lowered diesel costs 
make a difference in reducing 
transportation expenses. 


• Ongoing trend. If fuel 
prices hold, farmers could 
save thousands of dollars 
in 2015. 


“If the oil price stays down 
too low, and the federal gov¬ 
ernment can’t afford to keep 
their budgets going and they 
start looking for revenue, I’m 
hoping they’re not going to try 
and put this on the backs of 
farmers,” said Lethbridge farm¬ 
er Gaiy Stanford. 

Joel Jackson, an analyst with 
BMO Capital Markets who fo¬ 
cuses on fertilizer companies, 
said fuel prices aren’t what will 
make or break the bottom line. 
Fertilizer and seeds are among 
the biggest expenses. 

“There’s some tailwind 
from lower energy prices, but 
it’s easily offset by weather and 
yield volatility.”

The latest restaurant inspec¬ 
tions in your city could be 
only a tweet away. 

People in Vancouver, To¬ 
ronto, Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick can avoid the 
sometimes cumbersome food- 
safety websites if they want to 
find out who’s been passing or 
failing food-safety inspections. 

Stewart Rand is tweeting 
them out. Or rather, his com¬ 
puter programs are. 

“I want to make it easier 
for people to see this informa¬ 
tion and find out who’s been 


naughty or nice with their 
sanitation,” explained Rand, a 
software developer in Halifax. 

“These days people are 
looking to have information 
brought to them,” he added. 
“People don’t want to go dig¬ 
ging on some obscure website 
trying to find information.” 

While some sites are more 
helpful (Toronto’s has an 
interactive map), others, like 
Nova Scotia’s, are only basic 
search engines. And all of 
them take more time to navi¬ 
gate than a quick browse of a 
Twitter feed. 

“The feeds run themselves, 
so it’s not something I have to 
check in on,” he explained. “I 
set up essentially computer 
programs that check these 
websites eveiy few hours to 
see if there are any new in¬ 
spections that have been post¬ 
ed. As soon as it finds those, 
it’ll tweet them.” 

The feeds only post a cer¬ 
tain number of tweets an 
hour and have been running 
for about six months.

EDMONTON NEEDS TO TAKE MORE RISKS 


City needs to be vibrant every day to build a winter utopia — not just during festivals, says a planning consultant

How ironic is it that the balmy weather we spend 
most of winter wishing for became the biggest 
threat to the weekend fun? 

As Ice On Whyte sculptures dripped at an 
alarming speed, planners of last Friday’s Winter- 
Cities Shake-Up! Market worried about what 
they’d see once they pulled the tarp off an artful 
ice slide assembled along Churchill Square’s 
bleachers. I wondered, too: Would the spirit of II- 
lumiNITE’s light sculptures and University of Al¬ 
berta’s Green N Glow Winterfest be lost if I were 
sweating under my winter-wear? 

But just in time, a gust of Arctic air rushed in 
and snow fell from the sky as if Bing Crosby in 
heaven were listening to the sadistic prayers. 

The weekend saw what were perhaps the most 
vibrant January nights in memory. But, what 



about the other 120 days, or so, ofwinter? 

As Gil Penalosa, a city planning consultant, 
put it, “There is too much emphasis on festivals. 
The city has to be vibrant every day of the year.” 
He was speaking to a crowd of international 
planners, engineers and designers at last week’s 
WinterCities Shalceup conference. Variations of 
this message recurred throughout the festival: 
Vibrant cities, like most of us want, like those to 
which we vacation, aren’t built around special 
occasions. 

And for that, we—Edmontonians, business¬ 
es and city planners—need to accept some risks. 

It’s tempting to live in safe, “vacuum-sealed 
cities,” as conference keynote Mikael Colville- 
Andersen calls it, where climate-controlled en¬ 
vironments ensure us the very best of private 
spaces: The Bachelor, boardroom meetings and 
Booster Juice. But it’s middle-class affluence run 
amok that leads to social isolation and streets 
wasting in darkness. 


Of course, businesses, too, need to gamble, 
on the notion that people are willing to linger on 
the streets if they have the option. Retailers in 
the outdoor market showed willingness Friday, 
but could it be replicated winter-long by one of 
our many craft or farmers markets? 

Restaurants are essential to winter street ac¬ 
tivity, but few have followed Scandinavia’s lead 
of offering heated patios with blankets. The one 
bar I know offering blankets closes its patio in 
fall. According to one planner, some restaurants 
that offered winter patio seating in 2014 were 
awaiting permission to do it again, not realizing 
the recently lifted seasonal patio restrictions 
were for good. But the biggest risk-takers must 
be within city administration. In a provocative 
conference speech, Helen Marriage, artistic dir¬ 
ector of a U.K. street theatre company, encour¬ 
aged planners to reduce the number of people 
they seek permission from—even by being a 
bully—to get through ideas like the Edmonton 


Freezeway. 

The 11-lcilometre skating track was the con¬ 
ference’s centre of attention. Even Wired got 
wind of it; from people around the globe sharing 
the magazine’s article on Twitter, I read, for the 
first time, these words: “I want to move to Ed¬ 
monton.” But the Freezeway is now a two-year- 
old idea not much further than it was in 2013. 
“There are so many barriers,” one planner told 
me. “How do you convince a traffic engineer 
who thinks, ‘I provide the service of parking,’ to 
give that up? We’re always concerned with safe¬ 
ty regulations (and) focused on the small ele¬ 
ments rather than the big picture.” 

Case in point: The costly ice slide was dis¬ 
mantled the morning after the Friday market. 
Presumably, it would be a liability leaving it un¬ 
attended on city property. But for that risk-aver¬ 
sion, Edmonton loses a spontaneous joy in 
Churchill Square, which will return to its regu¬ 
larly scheduled winter program: abandonment.

One of the financial goals that 
inevitably floats to the top of 
the list is saving more money. 
It’s a good goal. But there are 
so many different vehicles you 
can use to save that sometimes 
the choices become the barrier 
to saving. 

At the height of RRSP sea¬ 
son you’ll no doubt hear the 
seven, nine and 11 best rea¬ 
sons to use an RRSP. But is it 
a good choice for you? Ever 
since the Tax Free Savings Ac¬ 
count (TFSA) came on the mar¬ 
ket, this is the big question. 

The RRSP’s big benefit isn’t 
just as a savings vehicle, it’s 
also as a way to save on taxes 
now because of the tax deduc¬ 
tion. You can contribute up to 
18 per cent of your earned in¬ 
come in 2014, to a maximum 
of $24,930 for 2015. 

Most people don’t come 
anywhere close. But if you 
made an income of $60,000 in 
2014 and put $10,800 into an 
RRSP in 2015 (at a 30 per cent 
marginal tax rate), you’d re¬ 
duce your taxes from $11,686 
to $8,322, for a savings of 
$3,364 on your taxes. Wouldn’t 
you rather keep that $3,364 to 
use to meet your goals? 

The contribution limit for 
a TFSA for 2015 is $5,500. Put 
$5,500 a year in a TFSA at an 
average return of four per cent 
over 30 years and you’ll have 
over $319,000, $154,000 of 
which you didn’t have to bust 


your butt to earn. 

Put $5,500 a year into an 
RRSP and reinvest the tax re¬ 
fund you get (assuming you’re 
paying tax at 30 per cent) in 
a TFSA and, all things being 
equal, you’ll have an extra 
$93,000, which is the com¬ 
pounded return on the tax sav¬ 
ings you put in the TFSA. 

If you have a low income 
and it is taking almost all 
your money just to make ends 
meet, then if you decide to 
save a little somethin’ some¬ 
thin’, a TFSA is a better bet. 
If you’re going to be able to 
make do with the income CPP 
and OAS provide, then squir¬ 
relling away whatever you can 
manage in a TFSA makes way 
more sense. 

And if you’re going to have 
an income that lets you qual¬ 
ify for the Guaranteed Income 
Supplement, then using a 
TFSA will also work better for 
you. Ditto if you’re well into 
your career and still have a low 
tax rate. 

Claiming a deduction for an 


RRSP contribution when your 
taxes are low, piling up a stash 
of cash, and then paying more 
in tax when you cash out at 
retirement makes no sense. If 
you think you’ll likely always 
be at the lowest tax rates then 
you should stick with a TFSA. 

However, if you expect 
that over time your income 
and tax rates will increase, an 
RRSP will save on taxes big- 
time. You don’t have to claim 
the deduction in those early 
years. Make your RRSP contri¬ 
bution but hold the deduction 
for when your taxes are higher 
and you’ll get a bigger refund. 
You can then use the taxes you 
save to fund your TFSA contri¬ 
bution. Or perhaps, by then 


you’ll have other priorities like 
paying down your mortgage or 
funding an RESP for your kids. 

If you’re close to hanging 
up your spurs, and you haven’t 
made any RRSP contributions 
so far, go with a TFSA. The 
same holds true if you’ve got 
a great pension plan at work 
since having a whack of tax¬ 
able income in an RRSP will 
be less than optimum come 
retirement time. If you’re con¬ 
cerned about losing your OAS 
to the clawback, go with a 
TFSA instead of an RRSP. 

For virtually eveiyone else 
an RRSP is an awesome idea. 
Don’t be confused by all the 
blah blah blah into thinking 
you won’t benefit from an

For everyone else, an RRSP 
or a combination of RRSP/ 
TFSA means you'll have 
more money when you de¬ 
cide to hang up your spurs. 


RRSP because the income you 
take out is taxable. Remem¬ 
ber, you didn’t pay any tax 
on the money that went into 
the RRSP (unlike the money 
that went into a TFSA). So to 
put $5,500 into an RRSP you 
need gross only $5,500, but to 
make the same contribution 
to a TFSA you’d have to have 
earned $7,150 in pre-tax in¬ 
come (at a 30-per-cent tax rate).

Education. Swap in 
this new approach 
and nix standardized 
testing, B.C.’s 
educators hear 


Schoolchildren in China 
drilling their tongues to pro¬ 
nounce English words cor¬ 
rectly often find themselves 
picking up more ZZZs than 
ABCs. 

Half a year can be spent 
practising rote verbal exercis¬ 
es, a mind-numbing method 
that can kill youngsters’ en¬ 
thusiasm for learning, said a 
former English teacher from 
China who’s seen it firsthand. 

Such a teaching style has 
evolved to meet institutions’ 
needs for generating high 
scores in standardized test¬ 
ing, but Yong Zhao said the 
same harmful effect on Chi¬ 
nese students may be hap¬ 
pening in British Columbia. 

Zhao is now a top inter¬ 
national education consult¬ 
ant based in Oregon who was 
invited by B.C.’s Education 
Ministiy to spell out his vi¬ 
sion for upgrading the prov¬ 
incial school system. 

“My extreme advice — we 
should do away with all of 
(standardized testing),” Zhao 
said in an interview after 
addressing a forum of more 
than 150 educators and inter¬ 
ested business and commun¬ 
ity leaders. 

“It’s a waste of money, 
very little value, destroys par¬ 
ents, destroys schools, too, 
and puts students and teach¬ 
ers in a bind for high-stalces 
testing.” 

The province should revo¬ 
lutionize the system by shift¬ 
ing the teaching emphasis 
to nurture every child’s in¬ 
dividual passion and talents, 
Zhao said. The concept is 
called personalized learning, 
and gives both students and 
teachers more space to ex¬ 
plore their diverse abilities. 

“To be creative, to be 
entrepreneurial, you cannot 
skip the basics,” Zhou told 
the room. 

“But the basics should

learning and proposes to fur¬ 
ther examine a suite of stu¬ 
dent assessment tools. 

Zhao, now a professor at 
the University of Oregon who 
studies global educational 
policy, told the crowd that 
the world’s established edu¬ 
cation systems drive creativ¬ 
ity down and discriminate 
against students with diverse 
abilities. 

He said children already 
have a tremendous capacity 
to soak up foundational skills 
— so long as the learning 
methods are engaging. 

He suggested teachers 
should provide fewer explicit 
instructions and instead give 
students broader ownership 
over their learning, pla¬ 
cing more emphasis on de¬ 
veloping individually mean¬ 
ingful skills while making 
better use of global resources. 

Teachers’ federation 
president Jim Ilcer welcomed 
Zhou’s vision as a “breath of 
fresh air.” 

The union has long argued 
general, cognitive-skills tests 
don’t help students learn or 


come after we have a passion. 
Sometimes we do the basics 
and we have killed people’s 
interest.” 

His call for innovation 
comes at the same time B.C. 
teachers are administering 
the standardized Foundation 
Skills Assessment tests to 
children in Grades 4 and 7, 
and as the province’s educa¬ 
tion minister announced a 
new education strategy. 

Minister Peter Fassbender 
told the forum the govern¬ 
ment is partnering with 
educators to identify several 
schools throughout the prov¬ 
ince to pilot programs that 
swap the focus to individual¬ 
ized learning. 

“We’re not going to throw 
the baby out with the bath 
water,” Fassbender said. “And 


as Dr. Zhou said, there are 
great ideas but if we tiy to go 
from here to here we’re going 
to scare half the population.” 

The minister said develop¬ 
ment of the K-12 Innovation 
Strategy will be ongoing but 
avoids a top-down approach 
and instead encourages stu¬ 
dents to explore what’s rel¬ 
evant to their own lives. 

A working group will be 
formed to connect school dis¬ 
tricts, participating schools 
and interested organizations 
such as the B.C. Teachers’ 
Federation and associations 
representing superintend¬ 
ents, principals and in¬ 
dependent schools. 

The ministiy also released 
an updated B.C. Education 
Plan, which better articulates 
the concept of personalized 


teachers teach. 

“Workplaces want young 
adults who are able to be 
creative, who are confident, 
who are self-reliant, who’ve 
got social skills,” he said. 
“That’s an important piece 
that’s not part of a standard¬ 
ized test.”

Kids get leg up in 
life with lessons 
on mindfulness: 
University of B.C. 

Paying extra attention 
appears to have paid off 
for a group of Grade 4 and 
5 students in Coquitlam, 
B.C., who participated in a 
mindfulness program. 

Researchers at the Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia 
found that the elementaiy 
students were better at 
regulating stress, more 
optimistic and helpful, 
better liked by their peers 
and even performed better 
at math. 

The study involved 
giving lessons to the 
children in mindfulness, 
where they were guided to 
intentionally focus on the 
present — while avoiding 
making judgments — 
through a series of breath¬ 
ing, tasting and movement 
exercises. 

Lead author Kimberly 
Schonert-Reichl says the 
study amounts to scientific 
evidence that children 
who are taught mindful¬ 
ness are better positioned 
to succeed both in school 
and life. 

She says it’s one of the 
first studies of its kind and 
involved researchers from 
across multiple disciplines, 
including a neuroscientist, 
developmental pediatri¬ 
cian, developmental 

psychologists and 
education 
experts.

First Student

Felled by the flu or suffering 
through a nasty cold? Don’t 
even think about dragging 
yourself through your daily 
routine. 

“Taking a step back and 
taking care of ourselves, for 
most people, can shorten 
the length of time they 
feel unwell,” said Dr. Lisa 
Graves, chief of the depart¬ 
ment of family and com¬ 
munity medicine for Toron¬ 
to’s St. Michael’s Hospital. 
“It’s probably one of the 
best things that people can 
do.” 

But it’s not the only one. 
Here are Graves’ dos and 
don’ts for getting through a 
bad cold or flu. 

Do stay hydrated 

Getting enough fluids is al¬ 
ways a good practice, but it’s 
even more important when 


you are battling a seasonal 
cold or flu. “Very often, 
these episodes come with 
fever, diarrhea or vomiting,” 
Graves said. “People can get 
dehydrated and that can 
make you feel even worse.” 
So fight back with fluids — 
water, juice and herbal teas 
are all good choices, as is 
good old chicken soup. 

Do get lots of rest 

Busy may be the new black, 
but it won’t help you heal. 
“It can be difficult to find 
the time to rest, but it is the 
body’s opportunity to recu¬ 
perate,” Graves said. 

Do keep on exercising 
— or don't 

Should you exercise when 
you are sick? “This is some¬ 
thing I get asked about a 
lot,” Graves said. And her 
answer is a qualified yes. “If 
you feel well when you’re 
exercising, then there’s 
probably no harm.” But that 



is assuming you have no dif- you extra challenges. “If outside in the cold is prob- 

ficulty breathing and that you’re having issues with ably not a good idea,” she 

your routine is not causing breathing, then running said. “When you’re sick, it’s 


not the time to push your¬ 
self over the limit.” 

Do keep it clean 

Washing your hands is one 
of the most effective ways 
of curbing the transmission 
of viruses. “Handwashing is 
really helpful in not spread¬ 
ing a virus to others in your 
household,” Graves said. 

Don't go to work 

If you are feeling lousy and 
coughing like mad, why 
would you share that misery 
with your colleagues and, 
if you take transit, harm¬ 
less strangers on your com¬ 
mute? “If they’re not well, 
I encourage my patients to 
stay home,” Graves said. 

Don't be fooled 

Over-the-counter medica¬ 
tions are great for short-term 
symptom management, but 
that’s about it. “An illness 
has to run its course,” Graves 
said. “In the short term for 
symptom relief, over-the- 
counter remedies are great, 
but they won’t shorten the 
length of time of the illness.”

After a far-ffom-perfect per¬ 
formance, the Atlanta Hawks 
head into February with the 
NBA’s best record and sav¬ 
ouring a bit of NBA histoiy as 
the first team to go 17-0 within 
a calendar month. 

The Hawks stretched their 
overall winning streak to 19 
straight with a gritty 91-85 
victory over the Philadelphia 
76ers on Saturday night, 
blowing a 21-point lead and 
actually falling behind late in 
the game. 

In the end, it was yet an¬ 
other triumph for a team that 
hasn’t lost since the day after 
Christmas. 

“We are a resilient group,” 
all-star centre A1 Horford said. 

According to STATS, the 
Hawks (40-8) are the first 
team in NBA history to win 17 
games without a loss over a 
single month. Four teams have 
put together a 16-0 mark, most 
recently the eventual NBA 
champion San Antonio Spurs

Also, the 19-game streak is 
tied for the fifth-longest within 
a season. The Hawks will travel 
to New Orleans on Monday 
night looking to make it 20 in 
a row, which would match the 
1970-71 Milwaukee Bucks. The 
only longer streaks in NBA his¬ 
toiy were by the 1971-72 Los 
Angeles Lakers (33 in a row), 
the 2012-13 Miami Heat (27), 
and the 2007-08 Houston Rock¬ 
ets (22).

With no 
status in America, Koepka 
played the Challenge Tour in 
faraway lands like Kazakhstan 
and Kenya, winning four times 
to earn his European Tour card 
and then validating his status 
as a rising star by winning the 


Turkish Open last year. 

But winning at home 
brought the strongest valida¬ 
tion.
